Twice a year the Board 
of Health must visit each res- 
taurant in Ft. Wayne. The 
Food Division from the Board 
Of Health, in Ft. Wayne, 
checks on the management 
and personnel, food, equip- 
ment, utensils and linens, wa- 
ter, plumbing and waste, 
physical facilites (design, con- 
struction), poisonous or toxic 
materials and the compliance 
and enforcement of each 
restaraunt visited. Each item 
has a code and a description 
of each violation (if any). A 
few of the most recent in- 
spections or complaints have 
been documented below. 

McDonalds (located 
at 1333 W. Washington Ctr. 
Rd) received a complaint 
from a customer stating the 
establishment had mice, The 
manager on duty was aware 
of the problem and had called 








a rodent control company to

help with the problem. There were 
no sightings of droppings in the 
kitchen or the dining room and the 
manager will follow up with the 
Food Division as to the status of the 
situation. 

TGI Fridays (located at 
4201 Coldwater Rd) was under a 
routine inspection and violated item 
number 07 (protection from con- 
tamination under food catergory). 
Cloths were not stored.in sanitizer 
while prepping chicken suggesting 
contaminated chicken. 

Jerry’s Burger Dairy (lo- 
cated at 702 E Paulding Rd.) Vio- 
lated item number 18 (cleaning of 
equipment and utensils under the 
equipment, utensils and linens cat- 
egory). The inside ledges of the ice 
cream freezer had dirt and debris 
on them. Violation of item number 
27 (materials for construction un- 
der the physical facilities category) 
was missing floor tiles creating a 
surfce which is not easily cleanable. 

Abby Brown’s (located at 


1415 E. State) received a vio- 
lation under the item number 
28 (design under the physical 
faciities category) because the 
bathroom door was not self 
closing. 

Saylor’s Pizza (lo- 
cated at 4602 Parnell Ave) vio- 
lated item number 7 (protec- 
tion from contamination under 
the food category) because 
french fry potatoes were 
stored in the walk-in cooler 
floor. Violation of item number 
29 (numbers and capacities 
under the physical facilities 
catgory) happened when hand 
soap was not provided at 
kitchen handsink. 


Allreports were retained 
from the Food Division of the 
City County Building located on 
the fifth floor. Reports are open 
to the public and are updated 
often.

not make lunch lines go faster. 
New plans to change the lunch 
situation may resurface later, but 
for now lunch will stay the way it 
is.

Along with fishing require- 
ments, there are also boat require- 
ments, Each boat should be in good 
Tunning condition. If leaving shore, 
fishers should check the weather 
reports and stow away a small re- 
placement motor in case engine 
problems should occur. Boats 
should also contain life vests for 
each occupant, maps of the area, 
and a first-aid kit. Being in the wa- 
ter can be very dangerous, so ev- 
ery person in the boat should al- 
ways be wearing a life preserver. 
Telling a friend or relative of the lo- 
cation of the boat and when it will 
return is also a smart idea. 

Many types of fishing can be 
dangerous, but the most danger- 
ous type of fishing is ice fishing. 
This type of fishing is very danger-

It is 
also important to carry a strong rope 
on the boat in case a friend falls 
through the ice. 

If someone is fishing on the 
shore of a river or stream, they should 
stand on flat and dry locations, be- 
cause sharp banks can be slippery. It 
may be difficult to recover ifa person 
happened to fall in. 

There are many different kinds 
of fishing. One particular kind is 
called bait fishing. Bait fishing uses 
live or dead bait like worms, crayfish, 
insect larvae, fish eggs, frogs, and 
leeches. Another kind of fishing is 
spin fishing. In this type of fishing, 
the fishing-line is cast and reeled in. 
Trolling is used when the fishermen 
want the motion of the bait to mimic 
an alive, unhooked fish. Fly-fishing 
is one of the most difficult types of 
fishing. It is difficult, because the 
line must land smoothly on the wa- 
ters surface. The last type of fishing 
is ice fishing. This is where a hole is 
drilled into the ice and the bait or lure 
is lowered into the water and jiggled 
to attract the fish.

Speech team tournaments 
begin the first week of November 
and end the last week in March 
with holidays off, of course, Con- 
tests are held in many places such 
as New Haven, Snider, and North 
Side.

Asian lady beetles assemble 
in largenumbers during the late fall and 
prefer to gather on sides of buildings. 
Eventually they may even work their 
way into the building, and once inside 
they essentially lie around in a hiberna- 
tion-like state. They will neither eat nor 
move much until the first warm days of 
spring begin, Once spring has arrived, 
they yill come to life again and begin to 
crawl out. It is at this time that most 
people begin tonotice them. A few here 
and there might be okay, but when there 
are several hundreds ata time, it is hard 
not to become annoyed. Just ask Tim

nated in eastern Asia, and was 
brought to the United States to kill 
the aphids and scale insects that de- 
stroy the country’s crops. Introduc- 
tions into Califomia, Texas, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Maryland, Connecti- 
cut, Georgia, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
Washington have been recorded. 
Since these initial releases, the beetle 
has spread through nearly all of the 
United States and much of Canada. 

To those who may be con- 
cemed about the enormous lady- 
bug population-do not be. Lady- 
bug populations are expected to 
subside over the next few years. 
The reason its species is so over- 
populated now is because while the 
insect was being introduced froma 
foreign country, the naturally oc- 
curring diseases, parasites, and 
predators that keep its population 
down were not around. What this 
means is that even though the 
beetle is increasing in numbers 
now, once the populations of its 
natural enemies have time to in- 
crease, the number of beetles will 
decline. 

This is just a bit of informa- 
tion on the chaotic clusters of lady- 
bugs people were seeing every- 
where and hopefully it answers 
everyone’s questions. 
one can just rest assured now that 
these bugs will be leaving since win= 
ter is coming.

Alumni help 
behind the scenes

Keeping up with old friends, tra- 
ditions and activities at North Side is dif- 
ficult to do once one has graduated. Tak- 
ing action and having school spirit for 
North does not have to end with gradu- 
ation. The Alumni Association is dedi- 
cated to the purpose of keeping in touch 
with old North graduates and helping 
participate in North activities. 

TheetinesayearTorem Tales 
is published. It is a newspaper featuring 
information about the status of North 
graduates, about members on the asso- 
ciation and about North Side in general. 
Alumni secretary, Nigel Perry, isthe main 
resource of information published in the 
paper. North Side graduate of 1947, 
Phyllis Patton, has been the editor of the 
circulation for three years, Totem Tales 
comes out three times a year once in 
October, February and June. North Side 
graduates receive issues for the first year 
after their graduation just to see what the 
Alumni Association is about. 

The Alumni is a non-profit or- 
ganization. To bea member ofthe Alumni 
Association, an individual must be a 
North Side graduate or be a relative of a 
North graduate. Members pay dues of 
$15.00 per year or they can purchase a 
lifetime membership for$ 1000. There are 
currently 66 lifetime members and 1,250 
total members, 

“T think it [the Alumni] is the big- 
gest and most active in Fort Wayne,” 
said North Side graduate, Donald Ruble. 

The association is broken down 
into Committees and members. There are 
six Committees, and each one is assigned 
adifferent job, The Membership and Re- 
union committee file members and ini- 
tiate reunions among members. The 
Scholarship committee decides who re- 
ceives scholarships. There isa Social and 
Promotions committee as well as a Pub- 
licity and Newsletter committee. The 
Mailings committee only has one per- 
son Who takes care of all the incoming 
and outgoing mail that keeps the Alumni 
tuning efficiently. The Grants commit- 
tee decides who is eligible to receive re- 
quested grants. Since the Alumni Asso- 
ciation is a non-profit organization, their 
funds are limited. Money received comes 
from different mediums. Money from the 





dues of members is the majority of the 
income. Local charities and donations 
are another resource, but there is a 
more permanent way to donate money 
to the Alumni. It is called brick money. 
Bricks can be purchased through the 
Alumni for $50.00 and have the name 
of the purchaser inscribed on them. 
Those bricks are then added to the 
brick drive behind the school. 

The association does not 
use their income directly. Interest col- 
lected on the money they get is re- 
turned to North Side to help fund 
teachers’ and students’ needs. Since 
the beginning of the 2000-school year, 
the Alumni has donated over $7,000 
for general teacher/student purposes. 
Toreceive funding for a school activ- 
ity or any relation to the school, one 
must fill out a request form found in 
the Guidance Office or the Alumni 
Office in room 212. The Grants com- 
mittee decides if applicants get all ora 
portion of their request paid. Though 
the Alumni may not pay one hundred 
percent of everything requested, they 
help out substantially. 

Scholarships are also 
funded through the Alumni. There 
are ten $500 General Scholarships 
that the Alumni donate to seniors. 
One is a De Klocke Scholarship at a 
value of $2,500 as well as a Zwick- 
Lee Scholarship at a value of $750. 
Eligibility for scholarships requires 
a student to be a senior and depends 
on how deserving one student is 
over another. Seniors have to com- 
pletely fill outa scholarship request 
form and turn into the Alumni of- 
fice by March 31 of the application 
year in order to start the eligibility 
process. These scholarships are 
awarded each year. 

Although the Alumni is not 
seen by many students, they are di- 
rectly involved with many of their 
lives. Many schools do not have 
an Alumni Association to aid their 
school trips, fund materials for 
classrooms or even hand out schol- 
arships. Without the help of the 
Alumni Association, many students 
would be struggling financially. To 
keep the Alumni thriving, they need 
younger people to join. A little 
money goes a long way.

Vince Robinson, Director of 
Public Information, worked asa TV 
reporter and news anchor until he 
met the mayor on a TV show and 
started working with him on Janu- 
ary 1, 2000. He has actess to confi- 
dential things involving the city ad- 
ministration. Asa representative of 
the mayor, his function is to get in- 
formation about the city to the pub- 
lic through news releases and news 
conferences. 

During his teenage years, 
Robinson never thought about 
working with news or with the 
mayor. In fact, he intended to work 
in advertising as a commercial art- 
ist. He did not even like the Jour- 
nalism students, but with the insis- 
tence of a teacher, he participated 
in a contest in which the winner had 
the chance to work ona TV station. 
Robinson won the contest, found 
pleasure in working with news, and 
Started his career as a reporter after 
studying Journalism for four years. 

Robinson said that the work 
ofa reporter in the beginning of his 
or her career is not easy, because 
there is a lot of work to do with low 
pay. It was his busiest job; he had 
to find the story, shoot it, interview 
people, write, and edit, usually dur- 
ing only one day. 

The most difficult news sto- 
ties Robinson had to handle were 
the stories involving tragedies such 
as children’s deaths, because they 
are emotionally hard to handle. He 
also said that he got really nervous 
when he had the chance to interview 
former President Bush. Robinson 
considers it his biggest interview. 

Robinson's most embarrassing 
moment is a lesson for beginners. 
He said that he used to make a lot 
of live shots without preparing spe- 
cifically what he had to say. It was 
hot a problem because he always 
had a good memory and could im- 
provise, but once he totally forgot 
what to say on a live shot. Aftera 
long time, paralyzed in front of the 
camera, Robinson got help from the 
anchor and finally said something.

His job is difficult be- 
cause he cannot control how the 
media handles the information. 

But he is happy about his 
job.

Imagine a small child who woke up 
on Christmas moming with a faint smile on 
his face.

“Toys for Tots” is the Marine Corps 
premier community action program, an 
American tradition, and a national treasure. 
For over fifty years more than forty-five thou- 
sand Marines and over a thousand local 
volunteers have helped in annual Toys for 
Tots campaigns, During that time Marines 
have been the unchallenged leaders of tak- 
ing care of the nations’ underprivileged chil- 
dren during the Christmas season. They 
not only benefit children, but they also have 
apositive impact on communities and busi- 
nesses. 

Toys for Tots was established in nine- 
teen forty-seven. The idea began when 
Diane Hendricks had hand sewed a Rag-

DECA means business

Behind the scenes of 
DECA, students are in more 
than just another classroom; 
they are there to learn skills that 
may equip and benefit them for 
the rest of their lives. 

The letters DECA may not 
stand for anything anymore, but 
this program is tuned to help 
students succeed in the future 
and take a grasp on how things 
work in the business world. 
Many people may not quite un- 
derstand what DECA does or 
what it means. DECA is held as 
an association to the Marketing 
class. It is an optional class that 
can be taken, even if a student 
is not in Marketing. The only 
other thing a student needs is 
$13 for DECA fees. 

Marketing teacher and 
DECA leader, Karl Grau, hopes 
to teach students lifelong skills 
in marketing. Grau also hopes 
that he can help students learn 
to help themselves by teaching 
them to sell and promote prod- 
ucts and to learn about business 
in general. 

“T just want to help stu- 


* dents complete their aspirations 


and hopefully motivate stu- 
dents to want to do more,” said 
Grau. 

In the DECA program at 


North Side, there are about 70 stu- 
dents involved. A handful of stu- 
dents are picked from those in- 
volved in DECA to go to different 
competitions where the students 
are supposed to put into play the 
skills they have learned in DECA. 

At the competitions, the par- 
ticipating students are given two 
different tests that determine their 
scores. For the first test, a student 
is given a business solution that 
they have to figure out by using 
their business and marketing 
knowledge. The second part is a 
test specified for the student's area 
of business that they know best. 
Those two factors determine the 
score of the student. Grau prepares 
his students for competitions by 
doing role plays in class that help 
them understand different business 
situations. He also gives them dif- 
ferent scenarios to figure out, so 
they can have a better understand- 
ing of what they will encounter at 
the competitions. 

Junior, Chris Church, enjoys 
DECA. Church is in his second year 
in DECA and plans to stay in the 
program through his senior year. 

“Tam going to try to run for 
state office for DECA,” said 
Church. 

Church enjoys the competi- 
tions and hopes to use the skills he 
is learning in DECA later in his life.

McLaughlin 
writes winning 
King essay

Implementing the “I Haye A Dream” 
speech by Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., Junior, 
Diana McLaughlin's essay won first place 
inacontest commemorating King’s legacy. 

Elmhurst, Northrop, South Side, and 
North Side all participated in a contest to 
write an essay about Dr Martin Luther King 
Jr. and his “dream.” The contest was spon- 
sored by Fort Wayne Black School Educa- 
tors and Fort Wayne Black Expo. The con- 
test was held in the auditorium of Anthis 
Career Center and was judged by personnel 
from IPFW and FWCS. The purpose of the 
essay Was to provide different ways to imple- 
ment King’s dream into schools and com- 
munities. The paper was open to anyone in 
grades 6 — 12 and had to be between 500 and 
1500 words for high school entries and 300 
to 500 words for elementary entries. There 
were three students from North Side who 
chose to write the essay. McLaughlin’s pa- 
per was chosen out of those three and went 
on to be one of the four finalists. In the divi- 
sion for high school students McLaughlin’s, 
1200-word essay was chosen to win a first 
place. 

McLaughlin first leamed about this 
contest when her History teacher, Don 
Evans, offered the paper as optional extra 
credit assignment. McLaughlin mainly 
chose to write the essay for the extra credit 
points, but she has respected and agreed 
with King’s beliefs for quite some time. She 
concentrated on writing her essay about 
King’s dream and segregation. 

“TI think he is a great leader,” said 
McLaughlin. 

McLaughlin has always disagreed 
with racism and she likes how King stood 
against it. She also liked his approach to- 
wards Civil Rights and thought that he took 
an excellent approach towards it. 

McLaughlin won a dictionary, com- 
memorative stamp pen, and a $200 savings 
bond for her essay. She does not plan in 


participating again, butshe enjoyed writ- 
ing the paper. 

Senior, Konrad Klunejko, was also 
a participant in the contest, Even though 
he did not go on to be one of the four 
finalists, he still enjoyed writing the pa- 
per. Klunejko heard about the contest 
from Evans. Klunejko wrote the essay 
mainly for the extra credit points, but he 
appreciated what King had to say. 

“He had some pretty good things 
to say,” said Klunejko. 

Klunejkonever really knew about 
King and his dream until he wrote his 
essay. He is glad that he wrote the es- 
say; he leamed things about King’s 
dream and civil rights that he had not 
known before. Klunejko believes it 
would be a good experience for anyone. 
He hasa great respect for King. Klunejko 
does not plan to participate in the con- 
test again, but he recommends the con- 
test for anyone who is eligible. He hopes 
that students will be able to leam more 
about King. 

Evans believes that King’s phi- 
losophies were excellent and recom- 
mends this essay for anyone who is eli- 
gible, 

“The purpose is to emphasize the 
philosophy of Dr. King, in terms of a 
non-violent way of meeting his dream,” 
said Evans. 

Evans believes that the purpose 
of the contest is to uphold King’s dream 
and to keep that dream alive. He wants 
students to be able to apply King’s 
dream to their schools. Evans mainly 
wants students to simply pay attention 
to some of the things King had to say. 
Evans believes that the essay can help 
students to better understand some of 
King’s principles and thoughts. In re- 
gards to McLaughlin’s paper, Evans be- 
lieves that she was very deserving of 
getting first place in her essay. He com- 
pliments on how well McLaughlin's pa- 
per was written.

A sign of the times

Most people do not know the 
history behind the doors of North Side 
High School only the teachers and 
staff members who have been here 
since Fall 1925. 

Before the building was built, 
there were just billboards around this 
piece of land. They were just taken 
down. When North Side began be- 
ing built, it collapsed in 1926 in the 
220 hall. Apparently, two construc- 
tion workers were killed. The cause 
of the collapse was because it was 
being built ona soft riverbank. It had 
to then be proven that the school 
would not collapse again. Fifty men 
all walked together down the halls and 
through each room to prove it. They 
had an enormous amount of bricks 
Stacked in each room to make sure 
that it would hold over 2,000 students. 
Which, of course, it did hold that 
many students. 

In 1982, there was a dreadful 
flood that knocked out some walls 
here at North Side. All the neighbors 


ran out of their homes and threw sand- 
bags in the water. For the help of the com- 
munity, those people who helped received 
Stickers or pins. 

Things are not the way they used 
to be back in 1927, There area lot of little 
interesting things about North Side that 
No one would ever suspect. One is that 
the gymnasium was built for the Fort 
Wayne Pistons. Second, the young men 
were so generous to the young ladies 
that they allowed them to get their food 
before the men did. Third, the football 
field used to be on the left side of the 
school, and there used to be a tennis court. 
Something else that may catch some stu- 
dents attention is that early in the school 
and history, there was no parking lot. The 
trolleys would drop people offin front of 
the school. They would not walk on the 
cement; they walked on wood. 

Some students could never imag- 
ine eating their lunch in the cafeteria when 
there was only dirt below their feet not 
tile plates now. Back in 19 students ate 
their Junch in the cafeteria on the third 
floor. Ittook up the entire 340 wing. Look 
at the floor, is not the same. At lunch, a 
Majority of students would leave for 


lunch ifthey happened to live nearby. 
Or right along the side of North Side 
there was a restaurant called 
“Johnny's” where everyone always 
hung out. Lunch was also one hour 
long. There were even benches out- 
side for students to eat their lunch 
on. 

Where the cafeteria is now 
used to be a room where students 
did competitive shooting; they 
would just shoot at dartboards. 
That room used to be all dirt floor 
to make it easier for the students 
to shoot. 

Most students would not 
want to be here late hours like 
the janitors. The janitors have 
said in the past that there has 
been a lady and a little girl in a 
white dress who wander the halls 
late hours of the night. When 
they would call out to them, the 
two would turn the corners at the 
end of the halls. 

“The school itself has not 
changed; it is still a wonderful 
school. I feel the same way,” said 
Bruce Massoth, art teacher.

A gentle, decent Midwestem 
farm boy finds himself without a clue 
in the middle of New York City for his 
freshman year in college; his life is one 
excruciating embarrassment after an- 
other. Clumsy, ill-advised in his cloth- 
ing choices, short on money, and 'too 
nice for his own good, he finds life in 
the Big Apple to be far more complex 
than he imagined, and his sheer de- 
cency keeps him from realizing that 
everyone around him thinks he is a 
loser. 

The writer/director of this film 
is Amy Heckerling. Paul, who is 
played by Jason Biggs (“American 
Pie”), isremarkably similar to another 
character from one of Heckerling’s 
earlier films: Bran “Rat” Ratner from 
“Fast Times at Ridgemont High” 
(1982). In fact, Brain Backer, the actor 
who played Rat in “Fast Times”, made 
a cameo appearance in “Loser” as a 
doctor. Like Rat, Paul is just too nice, 
and he ends up paying for it. One of 
Heckerling’s consistent themes in her 
teen-oriented movies (which also in- 
clude “Clueless”) is that the good 
ones constantly get trampled on by 
others, but they win in the end 
through the very decency that, at first, 
isa sign of their “loserdom.” 

In “Loser”, the worst of the 
worst is represented by Paul’s three 
roommates, Adam (Zak Orth), Chris 
(Tom Sadoski) and Noah (Jimmi 
Simpson), all of whom are self-ab- 
sorbed rich teens who do not have 
time to study—they are too busy play- 
ing drinking games, getting their hair

professionally groomed at a salon, and 
buying date rape pills. Paul stands out 
from them completely, both in terms of 
his unstylish appearance (his room- 
mates dress in the slightly artistic style 
of the ‘80’s pop group Duran Duran, a 
look that must be making a comeback in 
New York), and his basic humanity. In 
these roommates, Heckerling has cre- 
ated’some truly vile people. 

Itis of little surprise that they tire 
of Paul and get him kicked out of the 
dorm, so he goes to live in the back 
room ofa veterinary clinic. Meanwhile, 
in yetanother instance of why nice guys 
are always at risk of finishing last, Paul 
is pining away hopelessly for one of his 
fellow classmates, Dora Diamond 
(Mena Suvari, who played the complex 
teenage seductress in “American 
Beauty”). Paul knows he does not have 
a chance, because Dora is secretly in- 
volved with Professor Edward Alcott 
(Greg Kinnear), a literature professor 
who treats Dora like dirt, insults her in- 
telligence, yet still manages to hold onto 
her affections. Alcott is actually worse 
than Paul’s roomates in that he has an 
additional 15 years of life experience, yet 
he is no more mature. 

Not surprisingly, “Loser” ends 
up being a romance between Paul and 
Dora, as they become friends, and she 
slowly comes to realize that spending 
her time with men like Alcott is a waste 
when there are decent guys like Paul in 
the world. In essence, it is the Rat- 
Stacey-Damone love triangle from “Fast 
Times at Ridgemont High” played out 
as the main storyline. This, of course, 
requires that Dora be infatuated with a 
man who obviously thinks little of her 
fora period of time that is almost excru- 


ciatingly long. It is a standard plot device, 
and if it works at all in “Loser,” it is because 
the performers are so appealing. 

Jason Biggs portrays Paul as a guy 
who is completely out of touch with every- 
thing hip and in style, so much that it be- 
comes his signature, He is almost painfully 
practical; when Dora asks him why he wears 
an awful-looking cap with earflaps, he re- 
plies quite matter-of-factly that 90% of heat 
escapes through your head. Dora is differ- 
ent in that she consciously plays up the ur- 
ban grunge look with heavy eye make-up 
and black boots, yet she fits in no better than 
Paul does. In other words, as two outcasts 
swimming upstream against everything from 
relationships to finances, they're perfect for 
each other. It just takes Dora the whole film 
to figure that out 

Along the way, there are some solid 
laughs and a few affecting moments. 
Heckerling had a good rhythm to her dia- 
logue, and she invests her characters with 
interesting traits and realistic quirks that make 
them stand outand be believable at the same 
time. Her teen characters are consistently 
more engaging than most movie teenagers 
simply because they feel more real, If the film 
suffers, it is because of the been-there-done- 
that feel of the plot. “Loser” is rated PG-13 for 
scattered profanity (including the so-called 
“R-rated” curse word), surprisingly crude 
humor and sexual discussions, glimpses of 
nude artwork and some skimpy dancer’s cos- 
tumes, a brief fist fight and drug use (man- 
juana and Rohypnol). 

“Loser” is a movie that any teen 
would enjoy watching with a few friends 
and a big bag of popcom. Although, if 
that same teen was made to sit down and 
write a few reasons why someone else 
should go and see it, the paper would prob- 
ably stay blank.

“Ommm..,” the yoga guru 
pushes her shoulders together and 
scoops into the cobra, While remem- 
bering to breathe deeply, she then 
pushes herself back into down dog and 
digs her heels and spread out fingers 
into the mat, stretching hard to force 
her body into an upside down V. 

Some think of yoga as a main- 
stream, tree-hugger, Californian way to 
exercise. Surely only the rich and fa- 
mous practice this kind of hard-core 
stretching and muscle-toning right? In 
actuality, most people would be sur- 
prised at how fast yoga is 
spreading across the na- 
tion. In fact, many people in 
Fort Wayne practice yoga to 
relieve stress, gain flexibil- 
ity, corrett posture, and 
maintain weight loss. 

In a class offered at 
Parkside Health and Fitness 
located on E. State Street, 
yoga is taught in a dimly lit, 
heated room, with usually 10-20 people 
on yoga mats. The mats are about | to 

1 % inches thick and are sticky on both 
sides to prevent sliding. Participants 
usually wear comfortable, loose cloth-

ing that is easy to stretch in. 

The class starts out sitting 
Indian-style on mats, eyes closed, 
and pointer finger and thumb 
shaped like an O. Light meditation 
music is played, and the instructor 
begins to talk in a deep, soothing 
voice. She guides the class into 
positions, such as “héad of the 
cow”, in which one arm reaches 
behind the lower back and reaches 
for the neck while the other arm 
reaches back behind the shoulder 
and reaches down toward the other 
hand. The participants who have 
been practicing yoga for awhile 
have no trouble with this; however, 
newer people must work hard in 
order to grasp hands. 

There are different sets of 





poses that make up a “phase.” The 
phases taught at Parkside include 
the moon, the sun, and the earth. 
The sun is the most exercised at 
Parkside, possibly because it is 
easy to make it simpler for the be- 


ginners yet also can be adapted to 
the more advanced. 
The sun phase starts out in 


prayer pose. Students stand in a — 


straight line and hold their hands 
together as if they are praying. 
Keeping their legs straight and to- 
gether, they then swan dive down 
and rest their hands by their feet. 
They are then instructed to lunge 
deeply with one foot stretching for- 
ward and the other pressing back- 
ward, 

After lunging, the students 
push back to “down dog.” This is 
where they try to make their body 
form into an upside down V. The 
teacher reminds them to keep 
breathing and keep the pose active 
by pushing their heels and hands 
into the mat and away from their 
body. These 
Poses are usu- 
ally held for an 
excruciating 30 
seconds and to 
anyone who 
has ever expe- 
rienced yoga 
these 30 sec- 
onds can last a 
lifetime. 

Next the participants scoop 
into “cobra.” The students lie face 
down on their mats, feet together 
and toes pointed. They bring their 
hands under their shoulders and 
push their shoulders back as if do- 


ing a push up and bring their head back 
towards their shoulders and look up to- 
wards the ceiling.

Parent strictness is on the rise 
across the United States. It has 
been speculated that this is due to 
the violence in some schools 
across the country. 

Disasters like Columbine do 
tend to ignite fear among all; this 
in turn sometimes generates the 
desire for making changes. This 
seems to be happening among 
today’s parents. 

Many parents work hard to 
help their sons and daughters learn 
about how difficult the world is, 
how often there are disappoint- 
ments, how important it is to be on 
time, and how necessary it is to be 
responsible.

their parents were 
too strict. Remem- 
ber the emphasis 
is on the “too” 
part.

sophomore, discussed her father. 
She said, 

“All-in-all, he’s a good father, 
but he’s kind of strict.” 

On the other hand, she does 
not believe her father is trying to 
cause her harm. She sees her fa- 
ther as trying to look out for her 
excluding the fact that her father 
does not let her do some things she 








wants to do or that her friends 
are doing. Overall, Luu be- 
lieves parents should have 
some Strictness but not too 
much.

“Sometimes my parents 
can be overbearing.” 

It is a hard time for par- 
ents to know the difference be- 
tween being overprotective or 
just sensibly protective. For 
parents, it is not that long ago 
that their children were scream- 
ing in the middle of the night 
because of a nightmare and 
begging for their parents to

I once read in one of those “Chicken 
Soup for the Soul” books that if “you only 
do what you know you can do- you’ll never 
do very much.” Taking risks is a huge part 
of life. But are we a generation who is com- 
fortable without change? 

Too often I see people scared of tak- 
ing risks.

days, some students were ready to 
throw in the key and give the baby 
back to the teacher, but others were 
getting rather attached to the baby 
even if it was only a doll. The doll 
would start crying in the middle of 
class or even the middle of the night. 
At times, it became stressful to the 
teen mothers participating in the 
program, but they could pull the 
voice box out of the babies back if 
the baby became too annoying or if 
the teen was unable to maintain the 
baby. 

The Baby-Think-Again would 
cry between every two and six 
hours. It would cry from fifteehito 
thirty minutes. At the beginning of 
the assignment, each student was 
able to decide if they wanted a male 
or a female, and they could also 
choose whether they wanted an Af- 
rican-American, Hispanic, or a Cau- 
casian baby. 

Every baby had a box in the 
back of it; this box read whether or 
not the baby was abused. If the 
baby had been shaken, then that in- 
formation would appear on the box. 
If the baby cried over one minute, 
then that would also appear as 
abuse. Although the students were 
able to pull the box out of the baby 
if things got too stressful, it was still 
hard work to be a good caregiver. 

“It was a pain and nuisance, I 
definitely don’t want a baby. You 
can't shut those off,” said Jaime 
Dickerson, junior. 

Having a Baby-Think-Again

Sometimes parents are not 
the only influence on a child’s 
religious lifestyle. Grandparents 
and other family members may 
act as religious role models, 
Matt Gingrich, senior, attends 
Crescent Ave. United Method- 
ist, and he says that his grandma 
played a role in helping him make 
his decision to become Method- 
ist. 

“T live with my grandpar- 
ents. My grandma is a retired 
preacher and is very religious,” 
Gingrich said. “Both of my par- 
ents are Lutheran, but I chose 
to be Methodist and attend 
church every Sunday.” 

As adolescents mature, 
they start to make their own de- 
cisions and establish a set of 
beliefs.of their. own, They may. 
start to question Ww hdther the fel- 
lowship they are in is the one 





for them. Their own experiences start 
to shape how they view the world. It 
is a very confusing time in a child’s 
life. Parents may say one way is right 
when the child says another. This 
conflict can end in a difference in 
opinions and ultimately a difference 
in religions. 

Many converted students say 
that their parents were supportive of 
their decision. Although it is a shock 
at first, many parents let their mature 
teenager make their own decisions 
Jody Curry, freshman, says that al- 
though her parents are Lutheran and 
tried to make her be, she chose to be 
Christian when she started going to 
church with her cousin. 

What happens when each par- 
ent is a different religion? It is some- 
times difficult for an adolescent to 
make a decision in which parent they 
need to follow. Ernest Verhest, se- 
nior, says that although he isn’t re- 
ally religious, he leans more toward 
the Buddhist beliefs. His father is 
Roman Catholic and his mother is 
Buddhist. 

You don’t need to believe what 
your parents believe; it’s your per- 
sonal choice. You have the right to 
believe whatever you want, even 
though it might be different. Don’t hate 
people for what they believe in, like them 
for what they do. We’re all human be- 
ings, and we’re all in this together,” said 
Verhest 

When parents are non-denomina- 
tional, it is then up to the children to 
decide for themselves what they want 
to believe in. Dan Phillips, junior, is 
Wiccan. He describes Wicca as a new- 
age type of witch. His mom is Catholic, 
andshis dad is a newborn Christian. He 
says that he went to church twice for 
his parents, but then decided that or- 
ganized religion was not for him 
Phillips has studied Buddhism, Hin- 
duism, Celtic Paganism, and Wicca 

So which religion is the “right” 
one? No one will ever know, What 
seems to be important to these stu- 
dents is that they. have something to 
believe in and to have faith, Is that 
not what religion is all about?

Every year North Side has 
a hockey team but not too many 
people seem to acknowledge the 
fact that it even exists. One rea- 
son why this may be true is that 
this year the team only has seven 
players from North Side. The other 
schools that have players on the 
team are Wayne, Bishop Dwenger, 
Snider, Churubusco, and East 
Noble.

North Side Hockey is a club sport.

This 
is why a draft was developed. The 
hockey teams in the city can pick 
up players from schools that do 
not have hockey teams in order to 
fill their rosters. North Side actu- 
ally has more players from Bishop 
Dwenger than any other school. 
Bishop Dwenger does not have a 
hockey but many people from the 
school enjoy playing the game of 
hockey, so they get put into the 
draft. The draft works just like it 
does in professional sports. Each 
of the six teams takes turns pick- 
ing individuals from the draft. 
The fact that North Side is a 
club sport provides the team with 
many more opportunities than 
other sports at North Side. The 
hockey season starts at the very 
beginning of October and ends the 
last Tuesday in March. The 





hockey team also schedules 
travel games, called crossover 
games, sometimes as often as 
every weekend. The team can 
even participate in tournaments 
throughout the year. This 
means that the team can have 
up to sixty games in one season. 


Last year, the team played forty-seven 
games including the Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, City, and State tourna- 
ments. This year the team has fewer 
crossover games and tournaments 
scheduled, so the game total is only 
around thirty-five to forty games. 
That may sound like a long grueling 





season, but the other five schools 
have many more games than North 
Side’s team does. 

The downside to hockey be- 
ing a club sport is that it is ex- 
tremely expensive. North Side High 
School does not provide funds, 
because hockey is a club sport. The

by the players (or their parents). 
Expenses include ice time, hotels, 
gas, equipment, referees, and even 
security. The expense this year, 
for instance, was one thousand 
dollars per player. This price only 
covered the ice time, referees, and 


security. The players still had to pay 
for hotels, gas, and equipment. The 
North Side Hockey Alumni does 
give the team two hundred dollars 
each year, however. 

“The season could have gone 
better, our record does not show 
what we can do,” said Cory Lyst, 
senior. 

The team has had a shaky sea- 
son with a low win record. The team 
is confident on the other hand 
North Side tends to be a tournament 
team and when the time comes, 
North Side hockey turns it up. Last 
year the team had a similar record to 
the record this, year and ended up 
with being runners-up in State and 
runners-up in the City Tournament 
as well. 

“The team looks to do better 
than that this year,” said senior, Jeff 
Schultz.

Crash, smash, bang, these are 
all sounds a person may hear if they 
are at a football game. Whether it is 
high school football or NFL football, 
fans will hear the horrible backbreak- 
ing sounds of another human’s 
bones. 

Some people like the rough, 
violent types of sports, and others 
may like a safe, non-contact sport. 
But one of the sports that has the 
most contact and has the most inju- 
ries is football. Football is a sport 
that man people can get into and 
enjoy. Whether they are a mother 
who goes to watch their eight year- 
old play in a peewee league or they 
are a big time football fan who never 
misses a gante, it is a sport that many 
love. 

There are several different 
leagues in football. There is high 
school, college, arena, or profes- 
sional football. There are also side 
leagues that anyone can join, but the 
most commonly attended is profes- 
sional football. Each of these leagues 
is similar and different from each 
other. 

High school football is for only 
students who are attending high 
school and who maintain a certain 
GPA. The players must attend prac- 
tices and must sign an agreement 
called the code of conduct that states 
“as a player I will not use illegal sub- 
stances at anytime.” If the code of 
conduct is broken, then the player 
will be suspended depending on the 
offence. 

College football is for only col- 
lege students who also have to main- 
tain acertain GPA. Many of the play- 
ers have scholarships and then oth- 
ers are walk-ons. Students have to 
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be recruited from high school in or- 
der to get a scholarship, or if they 
are walk-ons and play well enough, 
they can receive a scholarship after 
the first season. They all so have to 
sign the code of conduct and the 
same punishment applies to them. 
A college player's goal is to make it 
to make it to the NFL. 

Arena football is a semi-pro- 
fessional league that anyone who is 
out of high school can play. Ifa foot- 
ball player is injured or is not good 
enough to play in the NFL, then it is 
possible for them to play arena foot- 
ball. Arena football is played inside 
ofa dome and is played on a smaller 
field. Unlike college football, in arena 
football the player gets paid for play- 
ing football. Arena football players 
also have to sign the code of con- 
duct, but their punishment may be 
more sever then they are in the lower 
leagues, 

The NEL, which stands for the 
National Football League, is played 
on a hundred-yard length field and 
is also played outside. Most games 
are broadcast on TV or on the radio. 
In NEL, the football player gets paid 
more then any other football player 
does in any other league. If the code 
of conduct is broken by a profes- 
sional football player then they may 
be suspended from games or even 
kicked out of the league. 

There are many things that 
change in football, but one thing that 
stays consistent no matter what 
league they are in are the positions. 
There is the offensive line that has 
eleven positions. There are two cor- 
ner backs, three defensive lineman, 
four linebackers, one safety, and one 
free safety. The offensive line tries 
to run a touch down without getting 
the ball intercepted. 
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On the other hand the defen- 
sive line also has eleven positions, 
but they are different. The defensive 
line has two wide receivers, one tigh! 
end, two offensive tackles, two offen- 
sive guards, one center, one quarter 
back, one half back, and one full back 
When on the defensive line, the play- 
ers try to retrieve the ball and run 
touch down which is called an inter- 
ception. 

When watching a professional 
football game on TV, one may think 
that the field is much bigger then : 
high school’s football field. The size 
of a normal football field at a high 
school is the same size as a profes: 
sional football field, but a professiona 
field looks bigger because the stadium 
is bigger. If North Side were to put: 
stadium as big as the Colt’s fiel 
around the field, then the field woul 
look as big as they do on TV. 

Every public school in Aller 
County has a football field, and mos 
private schools do, too. Not ever) 
college or state has their own team 
In Fort Wayne, there are the hig! 
school teams, and then Saint Franci 
and some of the other colleges als’ 
have football teams.

St. Patrick's Day is the anni- 
versary of the death of St. Patrick, 
who was believed to die around 460 
AD St. Patrick was born in Britain at 
the end of the fourth century. His 
father was a Christian deacon, and. 
his life was surrounded with a reli- 
gious environment. When Patrick 
was 16, he was taken prisoner by a 
group of Irish raiders who then took 
him to Ireland where he spent the 
next Six years of his life in captivity. 
Patrick eventually managed to es- 
cape from his captivity that had 
bound him for six years. According 
to Patrick’s writings when he es- 
caped, he allegedly heard a voice 
from God telling him to leave Ireland. 
Patrick left Ireland and returned to 
Britain where he had another rev- 
elation. An angel told him to return 
to Ireland as a missionary. It was at 
that moment that 
Patrick began his 
religious training, 
which would take 
him 15 years to 
achieve. After his 
“death, he was or- 
dained a Saint, 
which gave him the 
title of St, Patrick. 
Today 93 percent 
of the Republic of 
Treland’s popula- 
tion is Catholic. 

St. Patrick’s Day falls during the 
Christian season of Lent. Irish fami- 
lies were to traditionally attend church 
in the morning and celebrate St. 
Patrick’s Day in the afternoon. The 
traditional St. Patrick’s Day meal was 
Irish bacon and cabbage. The first St. 
Patrick’s day parade took place not in 
Ireland but in the United States. On 
March 17, 1762, Irish soldiers serving 
in the English military marched 
through New York City, to celebrate 
the anniversary of St. Patrick and to 
try to reconnect the soldiers to their 
Irish roots, From that day on, differ- 
ent Irish groups would celebrate St. 
Patrick’s day with festive marching 
and parades complete with music and 
the support of Irishmen. This collec- 
tion of facts has all been woven to- 
gether to form what is now known as 
St. Patrick’s Day.

The pro- 
gram uses same gender groups, be- 
cause they say there are different 
ways of approaching smoking ces- 
sation with males and females. While 
the main focus of the N-O-T program 
is to quit smoking, the sessions will 
also deal with stress management 
and daily life management skills.

West Virginia and Florida, out of 
163 teen smokers, 22% were 
smoke-free six months after the 
program ended. Of those who 
continued smoking, 65% re- 
duced their smoking on week- 
days and 75% on weekends. 
Ninety-six percent of the N-O-T 
participants said they enjoyed 
the program, and 85% believed 
that it helped alter their smoking 
behavior. 

The “Not on Tobacco” 
program is estimated to kick off 
here at North Side in mid-March. 
The sessions will be after school 
and will be free. Be sure to listen 
to the announcements for more 
information on how to kick the 
habit.

I get halfway 
there when I realize that I forgot my En- 
glish book (a.necessity for James Orr's, 
English Teacher, class). I spin around and 
head back toward my locker. Of course, 
when I get there and try to open it, itjams.

Lately I cannot wake up on time to 
save my life. Although my alarm goes off 
at 6:00 A.M., I hit the snooze button so 
many times that it is starting to get a fin- 
ger indentation.

Although studies have shown that 
teenagers need around 9-10 hours of 
sleep (which is 1-2 hours more than adults 
and children) in actuality, teens are get- 
ting only 6-7 hours of sleep a night. This 
may be the reason that a reported 60% of 
teens complain of being sleepy during the 
school day, and 15% fall asleep during 
class. One major reason teens are not get- 
ting enough pillow time may be because 
schools start too early.

Some schools across the United States 
fee] that if classes start later, teens would 
get the sleep they need resulting in fewer 
illness calls, a reduced dropout rate, and 
happier students and teachers. 

Since there seem to be so many 
benefits to start school later, why are there 
so many schools that will not follow suit? 
I agree that teens need more sleep. We 
are so busy with school, homework, 
sports, work, and our social life that we 
try to cram 25 hours in a 24-hour day. On 
top of that, teachers punish us for sleep~ 
ing in class once in awhile and for being 
occasionally late. And when we do try to 
cuddle with our favorite teddy bear and 
catch up on sleep on the weekends, par- 
ents complain that we are lazy. We can- 
not really win, can we?

“Passions, General Hospi- 
tal, All My Children, Sunset 
Beach, The Bold and the Beauti- 
ful, Days Of Our Lives, The 
Young and The Restless, Port 
Charles, Guiding Light, As the 
World Turns”- so many soap op- 
eras and so little time. 

In a recent national survey, 
seventeen percent of 3,000 adults 
said that they were regular view- 
ers of daytime soap operas. This 
translates into an estimated na- 
tional viewing audience of 33 mil- 
lion people including teenagers 
under the age of 18. Although 
audiences for daytime Soap Op- 
eras have declined by 83% since 
1991; the 10 shows that now run 
on the three main networks (ABC, 
CBS, and NBC), each lost viewers 
over the past year. The reason 
that soap and household-goods 
manufacturers such as Proctor 
and Gamble, which owns both 
“Guiding Light” and “As the 
World Turns,” sponsored “soap” 
operas in the first place was the 
size of female audiences 

A soap opera is a daily meio- 
drama that originated in the United 
States on daytime radio and then 
became popular on daytime tele- 
vision. Soap operas got their name 
from their first radio sponsors 
which were soap manufactures. 
Many critics consider soap operas 
one of America’s few original art 
forms. 

In 1930, the first soap opera 
appeared on television called 
“Painted Dreams,” but it quickly 
failed because it included too 
many advertisements 

Although many soap op- 
eras followed “Painted Dreams”, 
themes of romance and family life, 
resulted in new soap operas pop- 
ping up everywhere 

In the 1950s, television soap 
operas quickly replaced the radio 
programs. The first major soap 
opera, “Search for Tomorrow,” ap- 
peared in 1951. 

During the late 1960's and 
early 1970's, soap operas ex- 
panded from presenting domes- 
tic dramas to exploring social is- 
sues. In the 1980's, soap operas 
such as “General Hospital” and 
“Days of Our Lives” further ex- 
tended their subject matter to ex- 
plore female sexuality. Many soap

operas today show femininity as 
compatible with strength and com- 
petence, and masculinity as com- 
patible with gentleness and sensi- 
tivity. 

Throughout the years, males 
have grown to dislike soap operas. 
Often if they say that they watch a 
soap opera, they will get teased, 
because “it’s a women’s thing to 
watch.” 

“T really don’t care for soap 
operas, because I think that they 
are dumb and have the same story 
lines in every single one,” said se- 
nior, Steve Cramer. 

Yet women aged 16- 49 are the 
bulk of the viewers which includes 
the wide variety of high school girls. 
This gives them something to watch 
in their free time. 

“I watch ‘Days Of Our Lives’ 
and ‘Passions’ but only over vaca- 
tions,” said sophomore, Patty 
Rodda. 

Despite the fact that it is hold- 
ing the ratings of only 2.3 and is 
ninth place out of 11 on the charts, 
the baby of the soap opera world, 
“Passions” seems to have hit it off 
big in the eyes of teenage girls aged 
14-18. 

An important factor in a good 
soap opera is being able to relate to 
the viewers. Half of the cast on 
“Passions” is in high school, and 
among all of the other soaps, the 
characters and story lines are start- 
ing to relate most to teenage girls 
and boys everywhere 

“T love watching soap operas, 
because I can relate to a lot of the 
teen characters. | also like how there 
are a lot of cuté and sweet teenage 
guys and easy girls in almost all of 
the soap operas. That really gets 
my attention, because it reminds me 
of some of my friends,” said sopho- 
more, Mandy Thatcher. 

Even though many say it is 
important to be able to relate to 
some of the characters, some people 
might not care if they relate or not 
as long as they are interested. 

“T really don’t identify with 
any of the characters; I just watch 
it for the story,” said Rodda. 

The challenge for the net- 
works is to keep on hooking new 
viewers who can take over from the 
older ones.

Educating future mothers 
with responsibilities

Teens who have a child 
or who are expecting a child 
may have feelings of-fear or 
confusion. Some might feel 
they can turn to their friends 
and family, but for others that 
may not work out. 

One program a young 
lady can turn to is “Education 
Creates Hope and Opportu- 
nity” or otherwise known as 
the ECHO program. The ECHO 
program is aimed at helping 
young mothers in high school 
prepare for what is ahead in 
their life with a child, It is a 
program that is set up through 
North Side, Lutheran Social 
Services, and Catholic Chari- 
ties. 

A designated case man- 
ager for every Fort Wayne 
Community School will con- 
tact each school’s nurse and 
obtain the names of some pos- 
sible candidates for the pro- 
gram, The whole program is 
entirely voluntary. 

Along with being volun- 
tary, the program is a free op- 
portunity for the mother to 
make sure she is on the right 
track. The ECHO program is 
not affiliated with Fort Wayne 
Community Schools in any 
way except to get the names 
of some possible candidates 
for the program. 

The program is based on 
a one-on-one situation where 
the teen and the case manager 
for that school can meet for a 
designated time. The meetings 
are held at North Side or the 
designated school and can take 


place weekly, monthly, or whenever the 
teen feels it is necessary. The whole pur- 
pose of the program is to educate the 
mother in ways of helping her child and 
making sure she stays in school.

Mourning the loss of 
Earnhardt, fans and family alike are 
left baffled by the accident and 
how it took place. 

On February 18, 2001, 
Earnhardt’s car smashed into a wall 
of the racetrack on the last lap of 
the Daytona 500. Earnhardt hit the 
wall with so much force that it 
caused his nylon seat belt to snap. 
This left drivers and crew chiefs 
baffled. Crew chiefs want to know 
how an oddity such as the snap- 
ping of strong seatbelt could have 
happened. ; 

“Our seat belts, when prop- 
erly installed, won’t fail,” said Bill 
Simpson, owner of company who 
manufactured Earnhardt’s safety 
belt. i 

Earnhardt's autopsy revealed 
that he had a scull fracture from 
front to back, a cracked sternum 
with all ribs on the left side bro- 
ken, and a fractured left ankle. The 
death of Earnhardt has caused 
many people great grief and has 
brought to their attention how dan- 
gerous sports can actually be. His 
fellow racers looked up to him and

New attention surround- 
ing North Side about a pos- 
sible forty-million-dollar reno- 
vation will have North Side 
looking like the best thing.on, 
State Street. There has been 
serious talk about a possible 
renovation between organiza- 
tions. Steve Smethers, teacher 
and co-chairman of the North 
Side North Central Association 
Committee and Facilities Ac- 
tion Team said, 

“In a forty million-dollar 
renovation, there will be every 
material you can think of. 
There will be an all new elec- 
trical system, the converting 
of three classrooms into two 
classrooms, and all new heat 
plants, etc. They might even 
build an all new section.” 

The feasibility study 
calls for a whole new renova- 
tion of North Side. Smethers 
said, 

“I think my construction 
experience will help me in mak- 
ing suggestions to the archi- 
tect, but the architect will put 
my thoughts as well as every- 
one else’s suggestions into a 
workable plan. The neighbor- 
hood committee knows that 
property is real tight around 
the school, and the city always 
want to upgrade the commu- 
nity. Downtown administra- 
tion said they would like to 
buy properties for expansion. 
They knew somebody was go- 


Bad luck on Good Friday 


in ancient religion, Valhalla, the 
home of the Gods, had twelve 
guests at a feast. The God of 
Deceit would always turn up 
uninvited which would make him 
the thirteenth guest. Many oth- 
ers believe that 13 became an 
unlucky number and started 
when witches’ covens consisted 
of 12 members. At satanic cer- 
emonies, the devil would appear 
making him the thirteenth, being 
unlucky. A large number of 
people still believe that these 
reasons may have been an at- 
tempt by the holy church to dis- 
credit witches. 

Prior to Christianity, the 
number 13 was considered a sa- 
cred number representing the 13 
moons of the year. For Chris- 
tians, 13 was the number at the 
Last Supper when Judas be- 
trayed Jesus. Adam and Eve are 
believed to have been expelled 
from the Garden of Eden on a 
Friday. Noah’s flood started on 
a Friday, and the Holy Christ 
was crucified on a Friday. 
Therefore, it is likely these days 
and numbers combined were 
given the representation of bad 
luck. Triskaidekaphobia is the 
term that is used to describe the 
common superstitious fears of 
things such as the number 13. 

In modern times, various 
people often consider them- 
selves above all of the non- 
sense of good and bad luck but 
if one was to sit back and just

Good Friday is the original cel- 
ebration of Jesus’, the son of Christ, 
crucifixion. Jesus sacrificed himself on 
the cross to free the souls of every- 
one from being sent to hell. 

Good Friday is celebrated all 
throughout the world and means sev- 
eral different things in several differ- 
ent languages. Feria VI in Parasceve 
means Good Friday in Roman, he hagia 
kai megale paraskeue meaning the 
Holy and Great Friday in Greek, Holy 
Friday in Romance Languages, and 
Charfreitag means Sorrowful Friday in 
German. All in all, Good Friday is cel- 
ebrated in the Holy Week. 

The origin of the term Good is not 
clear. Some say it stems from the term 
“God's Friday,” but some others main- 
tain that it is from the German Gute 
Freitag, and not specially English. 
Sometimes the Anglo-Saxons called the 
day Long Friday, and some still refer to 
it as Long Friday in Denmark today. 

The oddity of Good Friday and 
Friday, the 13" landing on the same day 
as put some superstitious people in 
fear of “a sign” that they have yet to 
figure out. Others may dismiss it that 
it is just a coincidence and means noth- 
ing at all

Dan Wire, a neighbor of North 
Side, very active participant in the 
North Side Association, and a North 
Side teacher, said, 

“My family went to school at 
North Side, and.as a teacher I also rec- 
ognize that everything North Side 
teachers do is one hundred percent 
centered around the students.” 

The possible renovation of 
North Side has been talked about for a 
couple of years. The North Side com- 
munity knows how beneficial stores 
are to a community, and are willing to 
give money for the school to renovate. 

There are also some issues that 
might cause controversy in the pos- 
sible renovation, because some people 
who live in the way of the expansion 
are asking for more money than what 
their property is worth. That causes a 
problem, because FWCS cannot spend 
the taxpayer money frivolously 

Dennis Piercy, head custodian, 
said, 

“My involvement in the possible 
renovation is that I would schedule the 
custodial work ardund the renovation 
and try to put everything we want in.” 

The renovation will be a presence 
that students and staff will just have to 
work around. If the renovation is ap- 
proved, then FWCS will contact a archi- 
tect who examine expansion ideas and 
when the plan is granted, a construction 
firm will be hired. FWCS will oversee the 
construction, and if the construction is 
not done the way it is supposed to be 
done, the custodians will make notifica- 
tion, Some might say this building is a!- 
ready nice.” 

Piercy also said, 

“Tthink the building, for as old as 
it is, is in great shape.” 
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NO CHANGES YET. The students at North 
Side change, but when does the school get 
it’s turn? With the right amount of money 
this school can be brought up to date fast.

Thrilling adventure 


unexpected from book

Although The Knight, the Harp, 
and the Maiden is a fantasy book, it has 
ahistoric feel to itrather than being set in 
a high-tech futuristic world. Many au- 
thors portray the future as a place full of 
robots and spaceships, but Anne 
Kelleher Bush creates a refreshingly dif- 
ferent fantasy. The characters live in the 
year 9968, in a world of kings, knights, 
magic, and monsters. The book offers a 
Creative and entertaining combination of 
fairy tale, fantasy, adventure, and drama. 

Lady Juilene of Sarrasin is be- 
trothed Arimond, the man she loves. 
However, Arimond stubbomly believes 
that he has the power to destroy the evil 
thurge Lindos, who is terrorizing the land. 
Juilene does not agree with him, but she 
decides to help because she loves him. 
When his plan fails, Juilene is forced to 
leave her home and her life as a young 
noblewoman, The curse that Lindos put 
on her brings homble pain and suffering 
to anyone who helps her. For the first 
time in her life, Juilene mustnow eam her 
living by travelling as a songsayer. 

The only person who can break 
Juilene’s curse isa man who loves her for 
herself alone, and only one person — the 
knight who has never been bom — has 
the power to defeat Lindos. No one 
ktigws who the unborn knight is er how 
he could even possibly exist. To make 
matters worse, Lindos has discovered the 
way to urileash the wild magic. Ifhe suc- 
ceeds in unbinding the magic, he will be 
able fo use it to do anything he wants, 
and he will surely bring the world to com- 
plete chaos. 

The plot may sound like a silly 
children’s story, but it is actually an in- 
depth adventure. As Juilene travels, she 
expertences much more suffering than 
she has ever had to deal with before. Her 
once perfectly simple life is in shambles, 
and she is struggling just to survive. 
Every day is a test of her ability to perse- 
vere, 

Bush makes it clear thatas Juilene 
goes along, she leams a great deal about 
courage, strength, and the power of love. 
Juilene begins as an innocent girl who is 
ignorant of how the world works. By the 
endof the story, she is no longer the naive 
little girl she started as. 

Bush has a degree in medieval stud- 
ies from Johns Hopkins University. She 
is also the author of The Power and the 
Pattem tilogy, Daughter of Prophecy, 
Children of Enchantment, and The Mis- 
begotten King. 

The Knight, the Harp, and the 
Maiden is not a book that should be cho- 
sen by the inexperienced reader. It can 
take some patience to get through be- 
cause the plot develops slowly in the be- 
ginning of the book. Italso takes a while 
to understand the fantastic nature of the 
setting, and some parts can be confus-

ing. However, after reading the en- 
tire book, all of the confusing parts 
make perfect sense. 

Depending upon the reader, it 
may be handy to have a dictionary 
nearby to look up unfamiliar words. 
This book is most suitable for ma- 
ture readers because it has a mild 
amount of sexually oriented matter 
init 

Another weak point is that 
two of the characters, Lindos and 
Diago, are almost exactly the same. 
Both are really mean thurges, both 
have similar encounters with Juilene, 
both of them are trying to catch her, 
and they are both trying to unleash 
the wild magic. The only difference 
there seems to be between them is 
that Lindos has more political power 
than Diago. 

Bush masterfully creates an 
entirely unique world. The land she 
invents is much different from this 
one, and she describes it with great 
detail. Each scene is painted in the 
reader’s imagination. Everything 
from the smell of sewage to the taste 
of beer to the feeling of cold water in 
astream is described beautifully. The 
reader can easily see the action and 
feel like part of the story. 

The characters come alive 
with incredibly realistic feelings and 
thoughts. The reader knows what © 
the characters are feeling and con- 
nect with them on an emotional level. 
Bush effectively describes Juilene’s 
fear and anger for Lindos, her de- 
pression and loneliness on the road, 
and her love for her friends and fam- 
ily. The interaction of the characters 
is sensible. Dialogue is used effec- 
tively, and every conversation has a 
point. Nothing is added without a 
reason. Even the romantic parts are 
serious, not comy or toned down. 

Bush produces an array of dif- 
ferent characters for her story. Neri 
is Juilene’s caring and understand- 
ing nurse. She is protective, but she 
does not restrict or reprimand Juilene. 
Eral is a deceiving and greedy busi- 
nessman. He seems charming at first, 
but then his true nature is revealed. 
Elizondo the innkeeper is good-na- 
tured, but he is constantly paranoid 
about keeping his important custom- 
ers happy. Lady Lona has a feeling 
of sadness about her, but she is wise 
and helpful. Each character has his 
or her own unique personality. Bush 
even gives distinguishing traits to 
the characters that are only men- 
tioned once in the whole book. 

The Knight, the Harp, and the 
Maiden is an enchanting tale filled 
with powerful emotion. It may not 
be book of the year, butit is certainly 
well worth reading, It offers a great 
escape from everyday life, and itis a 
fantastic adventure!

What started out as an 
unusual but strong TV season 
has degenerated into a rou- 
tinely crummy one.

A rough 
but true fact is that a third of 
the seasons 30 new shows 
have failed. In what is becom- 
ing a midseason ritual, the net- 
works last month unveiled a 
stack of provocative new “re 
ality” shows to replace this 
season’s has-beens, and, of 
course, more are on the way.

Depression is a serious 
mental illness that affects al- 
most 17.6 million teenagers ev- 
ery year. However, ‘by high 
school graduation one in four 
teens will suffer from depres- 
sion without even realizing it. 

What is the difference 
between having a bad day and 
suffering from depression? It 
is sometimes especially diffi- 
cult to diagnose depression in 
teenagers because being a 
teen is a time of changes, both 
physically and emotionally. 

4 Teachers are.often the first to 
see a change in behavior. For 
instance, students who used 
to do well in class may sud- 
denly have a drop in grades or 
not seem as social as they 
once were. 

There are many warning 
signs of depression. Some in- 
clude; 

Feelings of sadness 
that does not go away after a 
few weeks 

Feelings of guilt and 
low confidence 

Loss of interest in 
things that would normally be 
fun. Wanting to spend most of 
the time alone 

Feelings of restless- 
ness or tiredness most of the 
time 

Inability to sleep or 
sleeping way too much 

Loss of appetite 

Fluctuation of weight 

Inability to concentrate 
or think 

Thoughts of death or 
suicide 

What causes depression 
in teens? Depression expert, 
Harold Koplewicz, said, 

“We know that depression 
runs in families...these are 


things that are going on in your brain 
that are not your fault.” 

Today medical science is proving 
that depression is not about placing 
blame but about biological conditions 
that are beyond an individuat’s control. 
A recent study by Dr. Myrna Weissman, 
a principal investigator at Columbia Uni- 
versity College of physicians and sur- 
geons, found that compared with chil- 
dren of parents who did not suffer from 
depression, the children of depressed 
parents were three times as likely to have 
developed major depression within a 
ten year period. 

The National Depressive and 
Manic Depressive Association states 
that, 

“Biological and genetic factors 
that shape personality can make some 
people more at risk for major depres- 
sion. Sometimes, but not always, if a 
family member has had a form of major 
depression, it means that other family 
members are at greater risk of having 
the disorder.” 

Depression can also be triggered 
by a major life event such as the loss of 
a relative or another emotional trauma. 
Often substance abuse can also lead to 
depression. 

While depression is a serious 
mental illness, there is hope. Someone 
who suffers from depression can re- 
cover fully. Recovery begins with a 
proper diagnosis by a certified counse- 
lor or medical doctor. Recovery can then 
proceed from talking to a therapist to 
taking daily medication such as Prozac, 
Zoloft, or Paxil. While these remedies 
do work, it may take as long as 2-4 
weeks to see results. However, a 1997 
study done by Dr. Graham Emstlie of the 
University of Texas Southwestern Medi- 
cal Center concluded that treatment of 
major depression is as effective for chil- 
dren as it is for adults.

In-depth principal reflections

One wild ride — that is the 
life ofa principal. It is hard to be- 
lieve that the completion of my sec- 
ond year in this position is rapidly 
approaching. Some of the issues 
that I ponder include: 

1. North Side “Redskins”: 
The North Side mascot has been 
“Redskins” for the past 73 years. 
Mr. Northrop, North’s first princi- 
pal, chose the mascot to honor our 
Native American culture by select- 
ing a name that he thought repre- 
sented strength, courage, and a 
competitive spirit, However, now 
in 2001, the issue ofits origin, mean- 
ing and appropriateness has sur- 
faced. As with any issue, there are 
usually two sides. One side says, 
“Keep it—it’s tradition”, or. ..”"we 
have only meant it in the most re- 
spectful manner”. 

The other viewpoint lists 
reasons such as itis a racial slur, its 
origins are rooted in negative his- 
torical events, and it is highly of- 
fensive to numerous citizens. It is 
probably time for North Side to look 
at this issue. A task force could be 
formed that researches and com- 
pilesaccurate information. This in- 
formation should be gathered, dis- 
seminated, and discussed. After 
thorough consideration, North 
Side students, staff, alumni and 


community should decide whether to keep or 
change the mascot. This is no easy or com- 
fortable task, but one that should be under- 
taken in the coming year. 

2. Major Renovation: North Side High 
School is seeking to convince the community 


ofits need for a major renoyation project. This 
project includes up-to-date mechanical, elec- 
trical and plumbing systems; a larger and bet- 
ter-equipped cafeteria; increased handicap ac- 
cessibility; renovation of the music, choir and 
science areas; larger classrooms and forward- 
looking technology. As we continue to work 
through the process, we hope that this issue 
will become a reality. 

3. Homeroom: This program was put 
into place for use as a connecting tool for staff 
and students, to include a career and guid- 
ance curriculum, and to serve as a forum for 
student input. Creating the curriculum fell on 
the Homeroom Committee. In December, stu- 


dents at each grade level were added 
to incorporate student input in devel- 
oping the curriculum. As planning 
moves forward, the committee is try- 
ing to incorporate staff and students 
suggestions for making this concept

4. Dog Interdiction Pro- 
gram: Isita proactive tool or an inva- 
sion of privacy?? Initiating the dog 
interdiction program was not an easy 
decision, but after talking with stu- 
dents, staff and parents, North Side 
made that choice.

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Mother’s Day in perspective

Uh-oh! It looks as if stu- 
dents are going to have to 
start picking up their own dirty 
socks and actually start pour- 
ing their own bowls of cereal. 
- at least for one day any way, 
What teen-brain-wrecking-day 
is causing this mayhem making 
sons and daughters every- 
where clean up and-take re- 
sponsibility for one day out of 
the year? Mother’s Day, of 
course. Every year on the sec- 
ond Sunday of May, Mothers 
are honored for their magical 
ways of being one of the most 
important people in every 
person’s life. During this day 
it is common for everyone in 
one’s family to take a load off 
their mother and pamper her 
‘til the sun goes down. Also, 
many churches make a special 
point of honoring mothers. 
Many people follow the cus- 
tom of wearing a carnation on 
Mother’s Day. A colored car- 
nation means that a person’s 
mother is still living. A white 
carnation signifies that one’s 
mother has passed away. 

Historian’s claim that the 
holiday of Mother’s Day 
emerged from the ancient fes- 
tivals dedicated to mother 
goddess, In the ancient Greek 
Empire, Rhea, the wife of 
Cronus, and mother of Gods 
and Goddesses, was wor- 
shipped. In Kome Cybele, also 
a mother Goddesses, was wor- 
shipped, as early as 250 BC. 
The worshiping was known as 
Hilaria, and it lasted for three 
days called the Ides of March 
from March 15 to March 18. 

However, neither of them 
were meant for the honoring of 
immediate mothers as is done 
now. Rather more closely 
aligned to our Mother’s Day, 
is the “Mothering Sunday.” 


England observed “Mothering 
Sunday,”, or the “Mid-Lent- 
Sunday,“ on the fourth Sunday 
in Lent. 

Some say the ceremonies 
in honor of Cybele were 
adopted by the early church to 
honor the Mother of Christ, 
Mary. Others believe the 
Mother Church was substituted 
for mother goddess, and the 
custom began to dictate that a 
person visits the church of his/ 
her baptism on this day. People 
attended the mother church 
with offerings. 

Also in England in the 
1600’s, young men and women 
who were apprentices or ser- 
vants returned home on Moth- 
ering Sunday, bringing to their 
mothers small gifts like trinkets 
or a “mothering cake”. Some- 
times furmety was served - 
wheat grains boiled in sweet 
milk, sugared and spiced. 

In northern England and 
in Scotland, the preferred re- 
freshments were carlings - pan- 
cakes fried in butter with pep- 
per and salt. In fact, in some 
locations this day was called 
Carling Sunday. 

Another kind of mother- 
ing cake was the simnel cake, a 
very rich fruitcake. 

Setting aside the other 
suggestions of how Mother’s 
Day originated centuries ago, 
in the United States, Anna M. 
Jarvis (1864-1948) is credited with 
originating Mother’s Day holi- 
day. Jarvis never married and was 
never extremely close to a signifi- 
cant other. Although, she was 
extremely attached to her mother, 
Anna Reese Jarvis. Jarvis was a 
minister’s daughter who for 20 
years taught Sunday school in 
the Andrews Methodist Church 
of Grafton, West Virginia. Miss 
Jarvis graduated from the Female 
Seminary in Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia, and taught in Grafton be- 
fore.moving to Philadelphia,

Pennsylvania, with the rest of her fam- 
ily. 

Anna Reese Jarvis died in Phila- 
delphia in May, 1905. Still unmarried and 
left alone with her blind sister Elsinore, 
Anna greatly grieved for her mother. 
Only two years after her mother’s death 
in 1907, Jarvis began a letter-writing 
campaign to gain the support of influ- 
ential ministers, businessmen and con- 
gressmen in declaring a national 
Mother’s Day holiday. Jarvis often felt 
as if many children often neglected to 
appreciate their mothers. By creating a 
national holiday, she figured that it 
would stress to children that they 
needed to increase their respect for 
their mothers. 

The first Mother’s Day obser- 
vance was a church service honoring 
Jarvis, held at her request in Grafton, 
West Virginia, and in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on May 10, 1908. Carna- 
tions, her mother’s favorite flowers, 
were supplied at that first service by 
Miss Jarvis. 

The first Mother’s Day proclama- 
tion was issued by the governor of 
West Virginia in 1910. Oklahoma cel- 
ebrated Mother’s Day that year as well. 
By 1911, every state had its own obser- 
vances. By then other areas celebrat- 
ing Mother’s Day included Mexico, 
Canada, China, Japan, South America 
and Africa. The Mother’s Day Interna- 
tional Association was incorporated on 
December 12, 1912, with the purpose of 
furthering meaningful observations of 
Mother’s Day. 

In May 1913, the House of Repre- 
sentatives adopted a resolution request- 
ing the President, his Cabinet, members 
of Congress, and all officials of the fed- 
eral government to wear a white carna- 
tion on Mother's Day. On May 8, 1914, 
Congress passed another Joint Resolu- 
tion designating the second Sunday in 
May as Mother’s Day. The US flag is to 
be displayed on government buildings 
and at people’s homes “as a public ex- 
pression of our love and reverence for 
the mothers of our country.” President 
Woodrow Wilson issued the first procla- 
mation making Mother's Day an official 
national-holiday. 
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Parking

Parking at North Side has 
been a topic of discussion for a 
long time. Students and staff all 
have different opinions on what 
they feel the problems are and 
what can be done to address them. 
David Godwin, senior, said, “ I 
think they really need to expand 
the parking lot and increase secu- 
rity to better protect everyone’s 
vehicle.” 

Throughout the years there 
have been sporadic incidents in 
which cars have either been sto- 
len or vandalized. Many students 
feel the only way to get a decent 
parking spot is to get to school 
earlier. Nicole Richardson, junior, 
said, “It should be first come, first 
served.” 

Some students who agree 
with that believe that some of the 
problem has to do with only se- 
niors being able to park in the main 
lot.

Parking 
passes cost five dollars and some 
students park at North Side Park 
or at a friend's house in order to 
avoid paying for a pass.

registered vehicle will be ticketed five dol- 
lars for the first offense with subsequent 
violations leading up to the loss of park- 
ing privileges. Mary Larsen, Assistant 
Principal, said, “Unfortunately the lot is 
too small. One of the things that would 
help is if students would respect the spots 
given to honor students and those given 
for perfect attendance.” 

Space for the parking lot is what 
seems to cause most of the controversy. 
Keith Scott, Assistant Principal, said, “ 
The parking situation is horrendous, but 
we are continuing to buy property in or- 
der to expand the grounds.” 

It is not clear how much of the prop- 
erty being bought will go towards the lot 
itself, or if the lot will just be built around 
it. What is clear, however, is that the 
school’s parking is a primary issue. Here 
are some things that students and staff 
could do to make the best out of the cur- 
rent parking situation: 

- Get to school early- around 7: 30 
at the latest 

- Park correctly in the space (some 
cars parked incorrectly take up two 
spaces) 

- Respect the spaces given to those 
with perfect attendance, etc. 

- Do not park if you do not have a 
parking permit 

If everyone appreciates the space 
we do have and respects the lot and each 
other, this issue will be abated.
